Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  ±e  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961, 
which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  ±e  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/62. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  my  predecessor.  Dr.  D.  P. 
Maciver,  was  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  he  was,  therefore, 
responsible  for  most  of  the  basic  work.  I must  pay  tribute  to  the 
manner  in  which  he  conducted  his  affairs  of  office;  this  has  obviously 
facilitated  my  task  of  taking  over. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  at  mid-year  1961  was 
estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  40,990,  an  increase  of  1,270 
on  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  of  population  from 
the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  502,  so  that  there  was  an  inward 
transferable  population  of  768. 

The  corrected  birth-rate  was  19.83.  This  figure  is  obtained  by  using 
the  Registrar-General’s  “ Comparability  Factor  ” which  allows  for 
the  variable  age  and  sex  distribution  and  enables  one  to  compare  it 
with  the  provisional  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  17.4.  This  rate 
also  shows  an  increase  on  the  Chertsey  rate  for  1960,  which  was  18.89. 

The  corrected  death-rate  was  10.97,  which  compares  favourably 
with  the  national  figure  of  12.0  and  also  shows  a reduction  on  last 
year’s  rate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  shows  a fall  from  14.87  in  1960  to  13.73 
in  1961.  This  gives  cause  for  considerable  satisfaction  as  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  21.6.  In  passing  it  is  only  fair  to  commend 
the  work  of  those  responsible  for  this  improvement,  namely  the 
maternity  hospital  staffs,  general  practitioners  and  midwives. 

There  were  sixty-nine  deaths  from  malignant  disease  and  of  these 
thirteen  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  giving  a death-rate  of  0.32  per 
thousand. 

The  Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  the  association 
between  smoking  and  lung  cancer  has  been  now  fully  publicized. 
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Grown-ups  must  decide  for  themselves  but  we  clearly  have  a duty  to 
present  the  facts  to  school  children.  Efforts  will  be  made  in  due  course 
by  means  of  talks,  films,  film  strips,  posters  and  pamphlets  to  do  this. 
However,  I am  not  at  all  happy  that  we  will  attain  much  success  in 
this  field  until  we  use  the  medium  of  television,  thereby  combating 
the  continual  advertising  of  tobacco  to  ±e  public. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  However, 
it  is  unfortunate  to  have  to  report  two  deaths  from  infectious  disease  — 
one  from  measles  and  one  from  acute  poliomyelitis.  The  former,  a 
child,  died  from  broncho-pneumonia  which  complicated  the  measles. 
It  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles,  there  being  889  cases. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  94.2  per  cent,  of  the  population  under 
19  years  of  age  have  been  protected  against  poliomyelitis.  The 
proportion  of  the  population  protected  between  20  and  40  years  is  not 
yet  satisfactory  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  more  will  take  advantage  of  the 
evening  clinics. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  valued  help  and  co-operation  and  in  particular 
for  their  contributions  to  this  report. 

Finally  I would  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support.

Specimens  of  an  urgent  nature,  e.g., 
diphtheria  swabs,  can  be  examined  at  the  laboratory  at  St.  Peter’s 
Hospital,  Chertsey. 

Routine  samples  of  milk,  ice  cream  and  water  are  examined  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Guildford.

National  Assistance  Act,  1947. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  utilise  the  provisions  of  this  Section  for 
the  removal  of  a woman  aged  49  years  who  was  living  alone  and  in 
need  of  care  and  attention.  Numerous  efforts  had  been  made  to 
persuade  her  to  go  into  hospital,  witliout  success.  Because  of  her 
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deteriorating  condition  application  was  made  to  the  Court  to  have 
her  removed  to  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey,  where  she  died  eight 
days  after  admission. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Burial  of  the  Dead.

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  Woking  and  District 
Water  Company.  The  water  was  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  in  quantity.  No  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  the 
raw  water  but  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  were  carried 
out  on  the  treated  water. 

During  the  year  eighteen  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford.  All  samples  were  of  the 
required  standard  of  bacterial  purity.

There  are  still  a number  of  premises,  mainly  caravans,  which  are 
dependent  upon  pumps  or  shallow  wells  for  water  supply.  Where 
there  is  any  contamination  and  an  alternative  supply  is  not  reasonably 
practical  residents  are  advised  to  boil  all  water  before  use.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  to  sewers  within  the  district  during 
1961,  wi±  ±e  exception  of  the  normal  extensions  to  new  housing 
estates. 

Work  on  the  Main  Sewerage  Scheme  at  L5me  progressed  during 
the  year.  Six  houses  formerly  drained  to  cesspools  were  connected 
to  private  sewers  during  the  year. 

Although  certain  lengths  of  old  sewers  are  undoubtedly  defective, 
and  the  sewer  system  tends  to  be  overloaded,  these  problems  were 
under  active  consideration  by  the  Council  during  the  year;  also, 
extensive  improvements  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  in  hand. 

There  are  still  several  large  non-drainage  areas  where  properties 
are  drained  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks,  which  at  times  give  rise  to 
particular  problems. 

However,  taking  all  these  factors  into  account,  it  is  considered  that 
the  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  reasonably 
adequate. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

Several  cases  of  alleged  pollution  were  investigated  with  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Officers.  The  most  serious  was  due  to  a fractured  private 
sewer  serving  a small  factory  estate,  which  polluted  a watercourse.

Cesspool  Emptying. 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

Four  800-gallon  Dennis  Cesspool  Emptiers  are  in  use  whole-time, 
each  vehicle  being  specially  equipped  for  dealing  with  the  contents 
of  pail  closets. 

The  vehicles  are  equipped  with  deodorising  units  and  these  con- 
siderably reduce  the  offensive  smell  arising  during  the  emptying  of 
cesspools. 

In  June,  the  oldest  vehicle,  a Bedford  machine,  broke  down  beyond 
repair,  and  a replacement  did  not  come  into  service  until  December. 
This  placed  a great  strain  on  plant  and  personnel,  and  had  it  not  been 
for  the  loyalty,  and  willingness  of  the  operatives  to  work  prolonged 
overtime,  serious  difficulties  would  have  been  encountered. 

Such  was  their  effort,  that  an  all-time  record  number  of  loads  was 
removed,  a fact  which  deserves  special  mention.

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye- 
laws or  Regulations. 

The  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district  is  situated  in  the 
Ghertsey  Ward,  and  is  registered  to  accommodate  forty-three  lodgers. 
During  ±e  year,  ten  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  which  were 
found  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  to  comply  with 
the  byelaws. 

A considerable  number  of  tent  and  van  dwellers  continue  to  visit 
the  district  during  the  year  and  encamp  on  certain  areas  for  variable 
periods.  Many  of  these  are  engaged  on  agricultural  work  for  farmers 
within  the  district. 


Clean  Air. 

The  construction  of  a new  cupola  at  a foundry  was  completed 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Several  cases  of  alleged  nuisance  from  smoke  or  grit  were  dealt 
with. 

A close  check  is  made  of  the  heights  of  proposed  chimneys  in  any 
new  industrial  development  where  plans  are  submitted  and  a number 
of  cases  were  referred  back  to  architects  for  amendment. 

School  Canteens. 

Ihe  spraying  of  school  canteens  was  undertaken  for  the  County 
Council,  ten  canteens  being  treated  against  flies  in  the  early  summer. 

Fly  Control. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Lyne  was  treated  on  alternate  days  during  the 
summer  and  at  least  twice  weekly  in  the  spring  and  autumn. 
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Eradication  of  Insect  Pests. 

The  Council  introduced  a scheme  for  the  destruction  of  insect  pests 
in  private  houses  at  a fixed  charge.  It  is  felt  that  uniform  treatment 
will  be  more  satisfactory.  Where  structural  works  are  required,  such 
as  removal  of  slates,  floorboards,  etc.,  this  will  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  occupiers,  but  advice  will  be  given  when  required. 

During  the  summer  an  infestation  of  D.D.T.  resistant  house  flies 
in  a school  canteen  and  nearby  houses  was  discovered,  the  first  known 
of  its  kind  in  the  district.  Specimens  were  submitted  to  the  London 
School  of  Hygiene  and  Tropical  Medicine. 

The  infestation  in  the  canteen  was  cleared  by  using  one  of  the 
organo-phosphorus  chemicals. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a near-by  poultry  farmer  had  a number 
of  Aerovap  insecticide  distributors,  using  D.D.T.  compound,  in 
constant  use  in  his  poultry  houses. 
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Pest  ControL 

A Pests  Officer  is  engaged  whole-time  on  this  work  and  the  Alinistry’s  recommended  methods  of  control  and  disinfestation  are  employed.

Rag  Flock  Act,  1951. 

Flock  used  by  upholsterers  in  ±e  area  is  guaranteed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Rag  Flock  Act.  Flock  removed  from  old  bedding 
and  upholstered  furniture  is  destroyed. 

Three  premises  ceased  to  carry  on  trade  under  the  Act  and  were 
removed  from  the  register.  There  are  now  two  registered  premises  in 
the  district. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

Four  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  pools  in  the  district  to  which  the 
public  are  admitted.  The  Council’s  bathing  pavilion,  on  the  north 
bank  of  the  Thames  near  Chertsey  Bridge,  was,  owing  to  its  very 
dilapidated  condition,  demolished  during  the  year,  and  was  not 
replaced. 

Schools. 

There  are  thirteen  County  Primary  schools,  four  secondary  schools, 
one  Grammar  school,  four  Boys’  Colleges  and  several  priv^ate  schools 
within  the  district.  All  obtain  their  drinking  water  from  the  main 
supply  of  the  Woking  and  District  Water  Company. 

One  Council  school  and  one  Boys’  College  are  provided  witn 
cesspool  drainage,  one  Boys’  College  is  drained  on  the  septic  tank 
system,  one  Boys’  College  and  two  private  schools  are  provided  with 
a complete  private  drainage  system,  and  the  remainder  all  have  main 
drainage. 

Housing  Act,  1957 — Overcrowding. 

All  cases  of  overcrowding  coming  to  notice  are  referred  to  the 
Housing  Committee  for  rehousing  as  and  when  accommodation 
becomes  available. 

Housing. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  one  thousand,  four  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
new  houses  and  flats  had  been  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  since 
1945.  There  were  in  course  of  erection  34  Council  houses  and  flats. 
Fifty-three  family  units  were  rehoused  in  Council  houses  or  requisi- 
tioned houses.  There  still  remains  a waiting  list  of  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-one  applicants.  The  ever  increasing  demand  for  craftsmen 
and  skilled  labour  by  new  trading  estates  and  adjacent  factories  keeps 
this  figure  at  a consistently  high  level. 
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Special  consideration  is  given  to  the  rehousing  of  families  where 
there  is  an  infectious  and  notified  case  of  tuberculosis  and  where 
there  are  young  children  at  risk,  the  aim  being  to  give  each  infectious 
case  a separate  bedroom. 


Housing  Act,  1957,  Parts  II  and  III. 

During  the  year,  four  Demolitions  and  one  Qosing  Order  were 
made,  six  families  were  re-housed,  and  5 houses  were  demolished. 

Two  houses  subject  to  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders  were  re- 
conditioned or  reconstructed  during  the  year,  and  the  Orders  were 
revoked  or  determined. 

One  caravan,  being  in  a dilapidated  condition,  was  demolished 
under  a Demolition  Order.

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

The  number  of  complaints  of  noise  has  increased  considerably  since 
this  Act  came  into  force.  Although  this  is  perhaps  the  most  complex 
and  difficult  of  the  statutory  nuisances  to  deal  with,  improvements 
were  effected  in  a number  of  cases  by  insulating  machine  shops,  fitting 
volume  controls  to  loud-speakers  and  discontinuing  the  use  of  machin- 
ery at  night. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  one  firm  had  commenced  the  work  of 
enclosing  a particularly  noisy  machine  in  an  acoustic  cubicle. 

Generally  speaking,  managements  are  found  to  be  sympathetic  and 
co-operative  when  the  problem  is  realised.

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Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  cuid  Welfare  Provisions)  Act,  1956 

Twenty-three  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  at  agricultural  premises,  and 
appropriate  action  taken  where  necessary. 

Caravan  Sites. 

1.  Municipal  Sites. 

Brackendene  Site,  Addlestone. 

This  site  was  acquired  by  the  Council  in  1959,  wi±  the  intention 
of  running  it  down  in  numbers  over  ±e  next  few  years.  There  were 
one  hundred  and  seventeen  caravans  on  the  site  at  ±e  end  of  the 
year,  a reduction  of  thirty-six  compared  with  the  number  taken  over. 

Heathervale  Site,  New  Haw. 

The  lay-out  and  provision  of  sanitary  blocks  and  other  facilities 
were  completed  during  the  year,  and  the  site  became  fully  occupied, 
the  number  of  caravans  being  ninety-nine. 

2.  Private  Sites. 

Licences  in  respect  of  fifteen  sites  were  issued  during  the  year  under 
the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

Although  appeals  are  pending  in  a number  of  cases  in  respect  of 
planning  and  licensing  conditions,  improvements  in  sanitary  arrange- 
ments and  general  conditions  should  be  evident  at  the  majority  of 
sites  in  the  near  future. 

Add’s  Farm,  Lyne,  and  Clnldown  Hall,  Stonehill. 

Ada’s  Farm  and  Childown  Hall  sites  were  closed  down  during  the 
year,  the  tenants  being  re-located  on  the  Municipal  Sites  or  finding 
alternative  accommodation  themselv'es. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  of  1949  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
clean  milk  production  on  the  farm. 

When  unsatisfactory  and  unhygienic  conditions  are  found  in  dairy 
farms  on  inspection  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  these  cases  arc 
reported  to  the  County  Inspector  for  necessary  action. 

Milk  (Specisil  Designations)  Regulations,  1949. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960,  licensing 
and  sampling  functions  were  transferred  to  the  Surrey  County  Council 
as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  and  no  licences  were  issued  by  the 
Council.

The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  continued  in  use  during  the  year. 
Co-operative  relations  have  continued  to  exist  between  the  trade 
and  the  Local  Authority  and  its  Officers.  A large  percentage  of  the 
animals  killed  has  been  consigned  to  the  London  Markets. 
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Four  hundred  and  ninety-four  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughter- 
house during  the  year  for  ±e  purpose  of  examination  of  carcases  and 
offals.

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Disposal  of  Meat  Unfit  for  Human  Consumption. 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1960,  brought 
about  welcome  changes  in  the  disposal  of  unfit  meat. 

Arrangements  continued  for  all  such  meat  and  offal  from  the 
slaughterhouse  to  be  sterilised  at  the  local  knacker’s  yard,  and  similar 
arrangements  will  be  made  in  the  case  of  any  unfit  meat  arising  at 
butchers’  shops  etc. 

The  regulations  give  a reasonable  measure  of  control  to  Local 
Authorities  over  meat  from  knacker’s  yards  and  pet  meat  shops. 

Shops  Act,  1950. 

Following  a contravention,  the  attention  of  all  shopkeepers  opening 
on  Sundays  was  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Sunday 
trading.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955/60. 

The  Public  Health  Department  have  continued  during  the  year  to 
press  for  further  improvements  and  repairs  to  premises,  and  replace- 
ment of  defective  equipment  and  utensils.  We  have  found  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  of  great  help  in  effecting  this  but  we  realise  that 
no  lasting  good  can  materialise  unless  we  continue  to  visit  all  types  of 
food  premises  and  give  constructive  criticism  and  advice.  These 
visits  offer  also  an  opportunity  of  pressing  home  to  managers  and 
employees  matters  of  personal  hygiene  in  i elation  to  food  handling. 

There  is  the  matter  of  window  display  and  display  of  food  not  under 
glass  on  a counter.  The  interpretation  of  the  regulations  is  a matter  of 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  food  is  under  risk  of  contamination,  and  this 
is  where  some  food  traders  do  not  always  see  our  point  of  view.  In 
five  cases,  however,  we  were  able  to  secure  protective  display  counters. 

The  Public  Health  Department  was  also  able  to  secure  the  pro- 
visions of  both  sinks  and  wash  hand  basins  in  many  cases.  It  is  some- 
' times  difficult  to  get  food  traders  to  realise  the  necessity  of  these  in 
the  prevention  of  cross  infection.  In  this  connection  swabs  from 
various  utensils  in  use  at  canteens  and  cafes  were  taken  and  with  only 
a few  exceptions  all  showed  a satisfactory  bacterial  count. 

It  is  obligatory  for  food  handlers  with  any  cuts  or  abrasions  to  keep 
them  covered  with  a waterproof  dressing. 

It  is  important  that  the  general  public  let  it  be  known  they  expect 
a high  standard  of  hygiene  in  shops  and  restaurants  and  they  will  get 
it.  With  a discerning  public  a shop,  unmindful  of  hygiene,  will  soon 
lose  trade. 
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Four  hundred  and  five  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  hygiene 
in  food  premises,  66  preliminary  notices  were  served,  requiring  works 
to  be  carried  out,  58  were  complied  with,  this  latter  figure  including 
notices  served  prior  to  1961.  One  general  store  closed  down  as  a 
result  of  requirements  to  comply  with  the  regulations.

Sale  or  Manufacture  of  Ice-cream. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  eighteen  premises  on  the  Register,  two 
premises  being  used  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream.  The  remaining 
premises  are  used  for  the  retail  sale  only  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  year,  39  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  and, 
where  necessary,  attention  was  called  for  improvements.

These  grades  refer  to  the  degree  of  bacteriological  purity.  Grades 
I and  II  are  considered  of  a satisfactory  standard.  When  samples  fall 
into  Grades  III  and  IV  a careful  check  is  made  at  the  plants  con- 
cerned and  manufacturers  are  advised  on  cleansing,  sterilisation  and 
hygienic  preparation. 

In  addition,  24  iced  lollies  were  collected.  Two  were  found  to  have 
a high  bacterial  count,  but  repeat  samples  were  satisfactory.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Two  cases  were  notified,  both  being  school  children.  Most  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  these  days  are  mild  and  respond  rapidly  to  treatment. 


Diphtheria. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  but  this  does  not 
mean  we  can  afford  to  relax  our  immunisation  campaigns.  If  the 
immunity  state  of  the  population  remains  high  there  is  little  likelihood 
of  any  serious  outbreaks.  Combined  antigens  are  now  very  much  in 
favour  and  have  the  additional  benefits  of  immunising  a child  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in  three  injections.

Home  Conditions. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  detailed  knowledge  of  the  home 
conditions  of  all  persons  notified  to  him  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
from  personal  visits  as  M'ell  as  from  reports  from  the  Health  Visitor. 
He  is  thus  in  a position  to  advise  on  the  housing  requirements  of  the 
family  concerned.  The  patient  should  be  isolated  at  least  to  the 
extent  of  having  a bedroom  to  himself.  Advice  is  given  on  the 
necessity  of  strict  precautions  as  to  proper  disposal  of  sputum  and  on 
general  matters  of  hygiene. 

Tuberculosis  Care  Committee. 

The  local  area  Care  Committee  includes  the  Chertsey  district  in  its 
sphere  of  activities.  It  helps  tuberculous  persons  and  their  families 
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who  require  assistance  and  advice.  Cases  were  helped  during  the  year 
with  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  household  necessities  and  handi- 
craft materials.  Children  who  were  contacts  with  active  cases  at  home 
were  provided  with  seaside  and  country  holidays. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Regulations  regarding  tuber- 
culous employees  in  the  milk  trade. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172. 

No  action  was  needed  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of 
infectious  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  whose  lodging  or 
accommodation  prevented  the  adoption  of  proper  precautions  in  the 
control  of  the  disease. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  number  of  school  children  presenting  themselves  for  B.C.G. 
vaccination  remained  satisfactory.  The  number  of  positive  reactors  is 
now  very  low  and  is  a healthy  sign.

Mass  Radiography  Service 

This  covers  the  examination  of  the  general  public  and  organized 
groups  of  factory  and  office  workers.  During  the  year  3,152  examina- 
tions were  carried  out,  of  which  1,866  were  males  and  1,286  females. 
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
